Excife-Ofice, Edinburgh, Fuly 2. 1781. 

HE COMMISSIONERS OF EXCISE do hereby give NOTICE, 
T That they will be under the neceffity of receiving information, 
and commencing profecutions, againft fuch Mafters or Miftreffes who 
have not delivered in lifts of, and made payment of the duties on fuch 
Male Servants, (chargeable by two ats of Parliament, made in the 
x7th and 21ft years of the reign of his prefent Majefty), as were re- 
tained, or employed by them oa the arft day of May laft paft :—And 
if any Mafter or Miftrefs fhall, at any time from and after the faid art 
day of May, retain or employ any Male Servant, in the capacity of 








Maitre d’. Hotel, Houle Servant, Mafter of the Horfe, Groom of the 
Chamber, Valet de Chambre, Butler, Under Butler, Clerk of the Kit- 
chen, Cenfeétioner, Cook, Honfe Porter, Footman, Running Foot- 
man, Coachman, Groom, Poftilion, Stable Boy, and the refpettive 
Helpers in the {tables of fuch Coachman, Groom, or Poftilion; or in 
the capacity of a Gardener (not being a Day-labourer), Park-keeper, 
Game-keeper, Hantfman, or Whipper-in ; whether fuch fervant shall 
be retained or employed in one or moge of the {aid capacities, or in any 
other bulinefs jointly with one or more of the faid capacities of a fer- 
vant ;—and hall negleé to make out, figa, and deliver, or caufe to be 
delivered, at the Office of Excife next tothe place where he or the fhall 
then be refident, within twenty days after he or fhe thall begin to re- 
tain or employ any fach Male Servant, a correét litt, figned by him or 
her, (or by his or her known fteward or agent), fpecifying the true 
number of Male Servants at that time retained or employed, the Chri- 
tian and furname of each fuch fervant, and the office er capacity in or 
for whick fuch fervant is retained or employed;—and to make pay- 
ment of the duties by the faid act impoted ;—or, having delivered fuch 
ifts, ahd made fuch payments, if they (all not renew fuch lifts and 
payments yearly, as long as they fhall retain or employ any fuch fer- 
ants, he or the thall re{pedtively forfeit and lofe, for each offence, the 
um of TWENTY POUNDS. 


And WHEREAS the COMMISSIONERS OF EXCISE have rea- | 


fon to apprehend, that perfons liable to pay this tax, may have enter- 
ained an expediation that the Officers of Excife are to call upon them 
or the duty, and therefore have negleéted, or may negleét, to deliver 
the lifts required by the before-mentioned atts of-Parliament :—This

The Union, Sibrel, from Bermudas to New York, is taken by the 
French, and carried into Rhode Ifland. 

The Admiral Rodney, Smith, from Hallifax to the Weft Indies, 
is taken by the Diana Americar privateer, and carried into Granada. 

The Union, Nutty, from Lifbon to New York, was taken poflef= 
fion of by the crew, and retaken and carried into Jamaica 

‘Lhe Sally, Townfend, from St Kitt’s to New York, is taken by the 
Protector American privatcer of 28 gnns, and t7o men. 

The Neptune, Cunningham, from Cork to the Leeward Ilands. ig 
taken and carried into Martinico. 

Portfmouth, 26. Arrived the Chevalier D’Lazerne, from I.’Ori- 
ent, with bale goods, and the Hacket and John, from Port au Prince, 
with fugar, &c. prizes to the Entetprize privateer of London. Alf 
the Johanna Fredrick, from St Enftatia, with fhgar. &e. prize to Sir 
George Rodney. The Centurion and Camel will fail for New York 
the firft fair wind. 

The David, Brinton, and Mary, Pearce, from Lifbon to Newe- 
foundland, are the two (hips taken out ofthe fleet, under convoy of 
the Oifeau, and are carried into Corunna. 

The Good Intent, Orr, from Antigua to London, was taken 100 
leagues weftward of Scilly, by the Pilgrim and Rambler American pri+ 
vateers; they alfo took the Mary and Ann of Eriftol. ‘The Captains 
and crews are arrived at Plymouth. 

Plymouth, 25. Pafled by the fleets from St Euftatia and Carolina, 
under convoy of the Vengeance, Repulie, Galatea, Lenox, Cames 
leon, and Danae men of war, to the eaftward. 

Portfmouth, 27. Arrived the Flofa frigate, Captain Williams; 
from Mahone, who, in company with the Creicent, fell in with and 
engaged two large Dutch frigates, one of which (iruck to the Flora; 
and the Crefcent ftrack to the other Dutch frigate, but Captain Wil- 
Jiams foon after retook the Crefcent, and were on their way to Eng- 
land with their prize, when they met with two French trigates, which 
retook the Dutchman, and was left by the Flora in chace of the Cref< 
cent, and was fo near, it is thought fhe could not efcape. The Cref- 
cent, we are informed, before the ftruck, Joft her main and fore matts; 
and had upwards of go men killed and wounded. 

‘The Sea Nymph, Hellier, from Cork to New York, is taken; the 
Captain has fince arrived at New York. 

The Difpatch, Griffith, from Briftol to London, ig taken and car 
ried into Fechamp by the Lively privateer. 

The Baffil, Leake, from Liverpool to Charleftown, is taken end 
carried into Newbury. 

The Patfey, Dooling, on a cruize, was taken the 31ft alt: off the 
Weftern Iilands, by a French frigate of 44 guns, and fpwards of 400 
men, after an engagement of one hour and a half, in which Captain 
Dooling, the firft Liettenant, and fix of the people, were killed, and 
ten mortally wounded. The French gave the piifoners a flodp, which 
the Patfey and the Harlequin had before captured, in which they ar 
rived at Liverpool the 24th inftant. 

Cowes, 27. We hear that the Pheafant cutter, which failed the 
1gth with the Aligator as convoy to the fleet for Guernfey, was o- 
verfet the fame evening by a violent guft of wind, and all perithed, ex- 
cept the pilot, the mafter, and two boys: 

The Maria Antonietta, Nutemberg; from Africa to the Welt In- 
dies, was captured by a privateer, and carried into St Kitt’s, where 
the was condemned. 

The Petrus and Alexander, from Granada for Amfterdami, taken by 
the Devonthire Hero privateer, of Plymouth, is arrived at that port. 

_The Noodbeck, of and for Zealand, from the Cape of Good Hope, 
is taken by the Marlborotigh man of war, and fent into Plymouth. 

The§fMary, Barclay and Helta, Curry, irom Jamaica to Liverpool ; 
Sarah, Reed, from ditto to Lancatter, and a tbip, name unknown, 
from ditto to Whitchaven, pat into Londonderry the 1gth init;

Admiralty-Office, June 30, 1781. 
Pritra& of a Letter from Captain E. William Peere Williams, 
of his Majefty’s fhip Flora, to Mr Stephens, dated Spit- 

‘head, Fune 27, 1781. 

N the 34 of May I failed from Port Mahon, in company 
with his Majefty’s thip Crefcent, with an intent to get 
through the Gut as foon as poffible. 

On the morning of the 23d, at day-light, we difcovered 
eight fail of {quare-rigged veflels to windward of us: about 
feven we plainly difcerned they were a Spanifh fquadron, con- 
fifting of a 74 gun fhip, four xebecks, an armed fhip, and two 
bombs, “which we were informed a day or two preceding were 
deftined for Gibraltar.’ At the fame time the Spanifh Com- 
modore made the fignal to chace, and bore down upon us 
with his whole force. At nine he made another fignal, and 
five of his fquadron hauled up for the Spanifh flore, while he 
in the 74, with the two xebecks of 36 guns, continued to pur- 
fue us. About eleven one of the xebecks got within gun-thot 
of the Crefcent, and a running fire, in which his Majefty’s hip 
received no dunage, continued between them for upwards of 
three hours, Between two and three in the afternoon, finding 
the Crefcent elofely purfued by the xebeck, and apprehenfive 
ari accident might happen to occafion her falling into the ene- 
my’s hands, I fhortened fail, luffed up, and dropped with the 
Flora in between them, giving the latter what guns I could 
bring to bear her ; and when I judged the Crefcent well out 
of reach of the enemy, I made fail after her. I had the mif- 
fortune to lofe one man, and the arm of another, from their 
too great eagernefs in loading their gun without fpunging it. 
Between four and five the xebeck brought to, to repair fome 
damage fhe had received from the Crefcent in her malts and 
rigging, and to give the Commodore, who was fome diftance 
aftern, an opportunity of coming up with her. At fix they 
renewed the chafe ; but we, altering our courfe in the night, 
faw nothing of them the day following. This event drove us 
back as far as Cape Palos, off which we cruized for two days. 
Meeting with nothing but neutral veffels, we {tood over for 
the Barbary fhore, and, taking every advantage of the wind, 
arrived off Gibraltar the 2gth. At five in the morning we 
brought-to off the rock, to apprize General Elliott of the Spa- 
nith {quadron. I then ftood over towards Ceuta, in company 
with the Crefcent, to make out two large fhips we had obfer- 
ved at day-break to windward of us. Djifcovering them to be 
Dutch frigates, we prepared our fhips for immediate action ; 
but the wind beaveahag in the Gut to a ftorm, obliged us to 
wait a more favourable opportunity. At feven in the evening 
the gale abated, and the next morning the fea was confiderably 
fallen. Having kept the encmy in fight all night, at day-break 
we edged towards them, and at five commenced the action, 
fhip againit fhip,- within a cable’s length of each other, which 
was continued without intermiflion for two hours and a quar- 
ter, when onr adverfary {truck her colours. She proved to be 
the Caftor frigate, of Rotterdam, commanded by Captain Pie- 
ter Melvill, mounting 26 twelve and 1o fix pounders ; her 
complement, confifting of 230 men. -

jucky fhot carrying away the main and mizen matts of the 
Creeete, and the wreck falling within board, whereby her 
guns were rendered ufelefs, and the fhip ungovernable, Capt. 
Pakenham, as you will obferve by the inclofed, was reduced 
to the difagreeable neceflity of ftriking the King’s colours. 
Seeing her fituation, we, with great difficulty, got our fhip’s 
head towards her, and by that means prevented the enemy ta- 
king poffeffion of her, who made off in the beft manner they 
could. Had our difabled ftate been fuch as to have permitted 
us to have purfued, the bad condition of the Crefcent and Ca- 
ftur (both which fhips made between four and five feet water 
an hour) would have rendered fuch a ftep unjuttifiable. 

The fteady and refolute behaviour of my officers and crew 
on this occafion, merits my warmeft praife and admiration ; 
and I hope will recommend them to their Lordfhips favour. 

It ‘would be doing injuftice to the merit of Captain Paken- 
ham,, his officers, and thip’s company, if I concluded my let- 
ter without acknowledging they did as much as men could do 
to fupport the dignity of the Britifh flag, till that unfortunate 
accident, which deprived them of every means of refiftance, 
and the fuccefs that would otherwife have attended. The 
Brill.muft have received confiderable damage from the Cref- 
cent; her main maft was feen to go by the board early in the 
afternoon. 

I beg you will acquaint their Lordfhips, that I took upon 
me to recommiffion his Majefty’s fhip the Crefcent, and ap+ 
pointed my firft Lieutenant, Mr John Bligh, to the command 
of her; reinftating the reft of the officers; and that Lieute- 
nant Ellery, fecond Lieutenant of the faid thip, having fince 
died of the wounds he received in aétion, I have appointed Mr 
Peter Creed, Malter of the Flora, whom I ftrongly recom- 
mended to their Lordthips for promoftpn after the action with 
the Nymph, to facceed him; which Rep I hope their Lord» 
fhips will approve. In my own fhip, I have appointed Mr 
John Evans to act as third Lieutenant, a young man who has 
ferved his time in the navy, and who is very deferving of pro- 
motion. 

The following is an account of the killed- and [wounded on 
board his Majefty’s frigates Flora and Crefeent, and the Dutch 


frigate Caftor : 

Flora, § 9 killed.

Among the latter is Lieutenant Poffell of the marines; Mr 
Stewart, gunner, who I fear will nor furvive; and Mr Hut-

As foon as the damages of the three fhips were repaired in 
the beft manner we were able, which employed as five days,

we proceeded on our paffage without interruption till the roth 
inftant ; when, early in the morning, in lat. 47 N. long. 6 
30 W. being in chace of a privateer brig, which had dogged 


“us all night, and part of the preceauns day, I difcovered, up- 


on the clearing away of a quall, two thips to windward ed- 
ging towards me; whereupon I veered fhip, and returned to 
the Crefcent and Caftor, flattering myfelf the appearance of 
our force united would check the ardour of their purfuit: But 
in this I was miftaken ; they {till continued the chace, .encou- 
raged, I have no doubt, by the difabled appearance of my con- 
forts, and gained upon “us very falt. Confcious of our actual 
want of ftrength, I did ‘not think ‘it advifeable-to hazard an 
action, and my officer$4vére unanimoufly of the fame opinion. 

Each fhip therefore, fhaped a different courfe, and about one 

o’clock P. M. I had the mortification to fee the Caftor retaken 

by one of the frigates, which fired a gun and hoifted French 
colours, though till that moment they had chafed under Eng- 
lith. The other ‘frigate, not being able to come up with the 

Flora, bore away about three o’clock after the Crefcent, and, 

as the night was clear, I am very apprehenfive the fared the 

fame fate as the Caftor. 

When their Lordthips refle& how reduced the complement 
of his Majefty’s thips were by the lofs of the killed and wound- 
ed, and from the number of men fent on board the prize, viz. 
38 from the Flora, and nearly the fame number from the Cref- 
cent, (which men were con{tantly employed at the pumps to 
keep the fhip free) I flatter myfelf they will acquit me of ha- 
ving acted improperly on this occation. 

N. B. The Flora had 36 guns, and 270 men; the Cref- 
cent 28 guns, and 200 men. 

Copy of a Letter’ from the Honourable Captain Pakenham, of 
his Majefty's Jhip Crefcent, to Captain Williams, of the 
Flora, dated at Séa, the 30th of May, 1781. 

SIR, 

HAVE the mortification to inform you, that, after an ac- 
tion of two hours and twenty minutes, the abfolute impof- 
fibility of fighting longer reduced me to the diftrefling extremity 
of furrendering to a Dutch frigate, of fuperior force, his Ma- 
jelty’s thip I had the honour to command. The difabled {tate 
of our opponent prevented his being able to take poffetlion ; and 
as the fhip is retaken by having drifted down under your pro- 
tection, I requeft you will fend an officer to command her, till 
my conduct has been inveftigated by a court-martial. Thongh 
the quarter-deck, fotecaftle, and four of the main deck guns 
were difabled, and our head, yards, and fails were thot away 
early in the engagement, I had no reafon to apprehend that the 
conteft would haye ended fo unfavourably ; but the wreck of 
our main, mizep-maft, and booms, falling into the waift, ren- 
dered ufelefs all the guns before the main-matt, as well as lolt 
all government of the fhip ; and our being to leeward left us no 
chance of getting on board him. In this fituation we fell round 
off with her {tern expofed to the enemy's broadfide ; when 
having no guns to fight, and not a yard of canvas to fet, I de- 
termined, with the unanimous. advice of the officers, to {trike 
his Majefty’s colours. The pofition which I was obliged to 
take to-enyage our enemy clofe alongfide was exceedingly dif- 
advantageous, with refpe&t to the other Dutch frigate, who 

did us fome material damages, by raking us in the courfe of the 

aétion ; we, however, omitted no opportunity of returning her 

fire, when our guns could do any execution. The univerfal 
alertnefs and intrepidity of the King’s officers and fhip’s com- 
pany merit my warme/t acknowledgments ; and it concerns me 
excellively to acquaint you, that (although no exa& returns 
have yet been made) the number of killed and wounded mutt 
to a certainty exceed eighty. Among the killed is Captain 
Hayward, and among the wounded Lieutenant Ellery ; both 
officers, whofe behaviour on this unfortunate occafion excites 
my admiration,

HOUSE or COMMONS, Friday, June 29. 

The Speaker having taken the Chair, the Houf: went into a confi- 
deration of the petition prefented by Mr Fox, in behalf of the Ame- 
rican “prifoners confingdin Mill Prifon, Plymouth. 

‘The Houfe being informed, that the Commiffioners of Sick and 
Hurt were attending, Do¢tor Fergufon was called to the bar, and in- 
terrogated reipecting the prefent fituation of the American prifoners in 
the above place. ‘The fubftance of his evidence was, ‘That the Ame- 
ricans were now fupplied with the fame clothing as ever, and that theic 
food each day was a pound of bread, three quarters of a pound of 
beef, with a quart of fmall beer, and fome peas, butter, and cheefe. 
‘The Commiffionets, he faid, had lately paid a vifit to the above pris 
fon, and the Americans were then in good health and fpirits, and made 
no kind of complaints whatever. 

Being afked, why the prifoners of America had only one pound of 
bread a-day, when thofe of France, Spain, and Holland had a pound 
and an half? the Houfe were informed, that it was done becaufe that 
it had been the rule of the Commiffioners of the Sick and Hurt when 
he came to that Board; and that he underftood a pound of bread to 
have been originally made the ftandard, becaufe that it was contidered 
as fully fufficient for the health and fpirits of a man living in an inac- 
tive {tate of life. - 

"phe evidence having retired from the bar, Mr Fox animadverted 
there, and agteed to ‘give up that part of the petition which com- 

plained of a want of clothing ; and concluded his fpeech by giving no- 
tice, that he thould move for an humble addfefs to his Majefty, pray- 
ing that the prifoners of America might be ufed in the fame manner as 
thofe: of France, Spain,-and Holland. ‘Ihe honourable gentleman, 
however» fignified, that he fhould decline putting the motion, ia cafe 
any one would undertake that the fame indulgence fhould be thewn to 
the Americans, as to the other prifoners. 











Mr Penton Said, he was far from being inclined to promife any fuch 














thing, atthe American prifoners had already fufficient food to keep 
them well in health, and the fame clothing that was allowed to »; ca 
in his Majefty’s navy. As this was the cafe, he did not fee why the 
Americans thould be ufed better than they were. 

Mr Bamber Gafeoine was of the fame opinion, The American pris 
foners were allowed, he faid, the fame clothing they always hed 
they had as much bread, and as much meat, as was neceflary to keep 
them in good health, and as that was the fal, he did not think +) at 
any greater allowance fhould be made the American prifoners =han 
that they already had. 

Lord George Germain {poke much to the fame. purpeft, and faid, 
that as it had been given in evidence, that the American prifoners 
wanted neither for food or raiment, he should vote againft any motion’ 
thac fhould be made to put them ina better fituation. 

Lord North ftrongly objected to the allowing the American prifone 
ers more bread than they had at pre/ent, fince what they were accuse 
ftomed to reccive had been found, by experience, to be quite enough 
to keep them hearty and well; and. he faw no reafon why the Ames 
ricans thould have more bread than they had, becaute that the prifons 
ers of France, Spain, and Holland hada poand and an half a-day, as 
they were prifoners of war, andthe others neither more nor Jef$ than 
criminals confined for high treafon. His Lordthip faid, he did Not, 
however, mean to treat the Americans with any kind of harthnefs, bee 
caufe if he intended to punith them as rebels, he thould propofe to do 
it in a proper and legal way ; but the fact was, they were not treated 
with the lea(t degree of feverity “hey liad as great an allowance of 
food as the marines in the Royal havy ; and he did not tappofe that 
the Houfe would be difpofed to think that they thould be treated any 
better. His Lordthip wonid, therefore, not only vote againft the mos 
tion, but, in cate it fhould be rejected, move the Houte, that the 
treatment of the American prifoners had been proper and indulgent 
in every refpedt. 

Mr Fox rofe again with great warmth, and faid, the other fide of 
the Houfe would never be able to thow, why the American prijoners 
thould not have the fame allowance of bread that. the prifonets of 
France, Spain, and Holland had. If the American prifoners were 
seally in good health and fpirits, he did not thiak it was any reafon 
why they could not eat as much as other prifoners; ttor-eould he fee 
why the Miniftry fhould hold out a premium for French, Spanifh, and 
Dutch feamen, by ufing them, when taken prifoners, ‘much better than 
the prifoners of America. The honourable gentleman, however, would 
not infift upon his addrefs to the Throne, but would only move, that 
the prifoners of America fhould have the fame allowante of bread cach 
day, as thoife of France, Spain, and Holland. 

Mr Burke fapported this-motion in a pretty long fpeech, in which 
he called upon the Minilter to know, why the prifners of America 


fhould have lefs bread to eat than thofe of our other ene nies, as on ° 


that the whole of the queftion before the Houfe evidetiy hinged and 
turned. 

The Lord Advocate of Scotland contended, that the American prifon- 
ers were a new {pecies of prifoners, and that they had been ufed better 
than the rebels of 1745, whofe treatment had been recurred to as a 
ftandard for ufing the prifoners of America. His Lordthip faid, it was 
idle to afk any fet of men if they had a fufficiency, for every man, in 
whatever fituation he might be, always wanted a little more than he 
had, to have enough. {he American prifoners, however, had as 
mueh bread as marines in the Royal navy had, and he hardly could i- 
magine that the Honfe would with they thould have more. The learn- 
ed Lord hoped that the truth would go forth, and that the people of 
America, and all the world, might know, that thofe taken as Ame:i- 
can prifoners were ufed in a kind and indulgent manner, and wanted 
neither for food nor clothing. 

Mr Fox rofe again, and faid, the learned Lord went very improper- 
ly back to the treatment the rebels received in the year 1745, for a 
{tandard to ufe the Americans by, as they had no prifoners of ours. 
[The Lord Advocate called out, that he did not mean to apply the 
whole of the cafe as a comparifon.] The learned Lord, Mr Fox faid, 
was very right : The twocafes could not be made fimilar; for the re- 
bels were firft half-ftarved, and then hanged; whereas the Minitiry, 
though they half-{tarved the Americans, did not dare to hang them. 
The honourable gentleman hoped, that if the other fidefhutld move, 
that the Americans were ufed properly, they would infert in the mo- 
tion, notwithftanding they have half a pound of bread lefs than the 
prifoners ef France, Spain, and Holland. ; 

The Lord Advocate rofe with all that charaéteriftic coolnefs for which 
he is fo remarkable, and obferved, that the honourable gentleman 
ueed not have put himfelf into fo much heat, for that whatever im- 
preffion it might have upon others, he trufted he would give him ere 
dit when he affured him, that it was entirely loft upon him. For his 
part, the honourable gentleman had wholly miftaken him, when he 
fappofed that he could poffibly entertain any refentment againft the 
Whigs for the treatment the rebels received in 17455 for he always 
had, and always fhould confider the American war as founded in 
Whiggifm, and the trueft principles of Whiggifm, inafmuch as the 
Americans had refifted the Parliament of Great Britain. The ho- 
nourable gentleman had, therefore, very grofsly miftook him; for he 
thought every fuccefs againft America to be an additional point gain- 
ed by the whigs of this country, However that might be, he was not 
to learn that the honourable gentleman withed for nothing more than 
fuccefs to America, and that he felt a fort of triumph in every little 
victory they were fuppofed to gain. {Mr Fox here looked over to the 
learned Lord, and cried, ‘* Yes, Yes,” and nodded his head by way of 
approbation at what he faid.} The honourable gentleman, the learn- 
ed Lord faid, knew to confider the aggrandizesgent of America as 
a thing devoutly to be withed for; and he believed in his confcience, 
that he had contributed more by his conduét to the fuccefs of their 
caufe, than any thing befide. 

Sir Philip Fennings Clerke here e¢alled the learned Lord to order, and 
infitted upon it, that he had no right, being up a fecond time, to 
fpeak, but in explanation of any particular faét that had come out in 
his firft {peech. 

‘The Speaker here fpoke as to the point of order ; and the Lord Ad- 
vocate refumed his difcourfe, but was prefently called to order again 
by Sir Philip Jennings Clerke, though his Lordthip afterwards rofe a- 
gain, and, being called to order once more, his Lordthip faid he would 
trouble the Houte no further, but would fit down, though he concei- 
ved he was perfeétly in order. 

Mr Hollis, Mr Martin, Mr Turner, Sir Philip -Jennings Clerke, 
and others, were for the queftion ; and Colonel Roberts, Sir Hany 
Houghton, and others, againtt it.

Advices are received in town from France, mentioning the 
failing of Monf. la Motte Picquet from Breft harbour, with ten 
thips of the line, and Gooo troops.

notions of the enemy, and offer battle to Monfieur de Graffe, 

f whom he does not fear giving a good account, if he is but 
‘ortunate enough to meet with him. Captain Smith gives a 
attering account of the ftate of the iflands; there were 1000 
roops at Morne Fortunee, with plenty of ftores, provifions, 
Re. and the batteries in excellent order; Pigeon Ifland was 
nifo very {trongly fortided. 

We are iorry to inform our readers, that Lord Dunmore’s 
ourney to America to refume the government of Virginia is, 
or the prefent, deferred. Adminiftration have received infor- 

ation, that circam({tances in that province are not in fuch a fi- 
nation as to make this meafure either fafe or politic, and they 
have therefore given an intimation to his Lordthip, that his de- 

arture mutt be neceffarily pottponed till after the receipt of the 
next difpatches from Lord Cornwallis, which they flatter them- 
felves will thew things in a better point of view, and make his 
reftoration perfectly expedient and practicable. 

By private deters from Gibraltar we are forry to be inform- 
ed that the Governor has been obliged to exert himfelf in an 
extraordinary manner, in quelling a mutiny, that had begun in 
one wok the Hanoverian regiments, upon the late violent bom- 
bardment of that place; the report fays that fome exertions 
have been made in confequence of it, but when the fhip left 
the place good difcipline and order were eftablithed. 

Prince William Henry, who goes out with Admiral Digby, 
is to be promoted to the rank of Lieutenant, immediately on 
his arrival in America. 

Yefterday. morning, at five o’clock, Prince William Henry, 
attended by his fuite, fet off from Windfor for Portfmouth, to 
go on board the Prince George man of war. 

Yefterday, an exprefs arrived at the Admiralty, with 
an account of the fafe arrival of Commodore Hotham, in the 
Vengeance man of war, with the remainder of the St Euftatia 
fleet, from Treland. 

We can aflure the Public, that the report of an exprefs be- 
ing arrived over land from the Eaft Indies, is totally without 
foundation. 

The Parliament will certainly rife in the courfe of next 
week, 

We are afured, that a late journey to Bruges was only a 
very prefling invitation to the Emperor to vifit this kingdom, 
which he for the prefent declined. 

Miniftry have appointed Richard Tickell, Efq; a Commif- 
fioner of Excife, in the room of George Lewis Scott, Efq; 
The place is worth 19001. a-year. This is conferred upon 
him as a reward for his paft writings, and a permanent falary 
for his future labours. 

The honourable Mr W. Pitt was called to the bar on Mon- 
day laft, when he appeared, for the firft time, in his legal u- 
niforms, in the Court of King’s Bench. 

This is the hundredth term fince Lord Mansfield became 
Chief Juftice of the King’s Bench, every one of which he has 
regularly attended. . 

Yefterday Mr Lee moved the Court of King’s Bench for a 
rule agaioft the author, printer, and publifher of a pamphlet, 
called, ‘ }Letters from Cicero to Catiline :”” The motion was 
grounded on the affidavit of the Hon. Mr C,Fox, who affirm- 
ed therein, that he thought himfelf alluded to in the fictitious 
character of Catiline. A rule to fhew caufe was granted by 
the Court. 

«¢ Great is fortune in all human affairs, but efpecially in bat- 
tles,”’ faid the immortal Czfar, who had fo often tried her ca- 
pricious power. The truth of this was never more confpicu- 
ous, than in the fate of the Flora and Crefcent. They fell by 
a cruel and unlooked for deftiny. Vanquifhed, they became 
victors ; and victors, they were overcome and loft, together 
with their well earned prize ; but had fortune allowed them a 
little time to difpofe of their capture, they would probably have 
mad@aglorious addition to it by the acceflion of thofe very 
fhips by which they were finally overcome. 

Captain Smith, who came over with Admiral Hood’s dif- 
patches, was Captain of the Trefpafle floop of 14 guns; but 
after the death of Captain Nott, was by Admiral Hood ap- 
pointed to the Centaur of 74. 

Captain Smith of the Centaur, who arrived on Wednefday 
at the Admiralty, is folter-brother to his Majefty, being the fon 
of Mrs Smith, the Lady who had the honour to fuckle our 
prefent Sovereign. : 

A gentleman who left Flufhing a few days fince, now in 
town, informs us, that he refided there fome time; the whole 
of Zealand are much again{t the continuation of the war ; they 
find trade far better than fighting: In the dock-yard there are 
two 70, one 60, and one 54 gun fhip; believes the two firft 
have not been afloat thefe 14 or 15 years; they are quite un- 
ferviceable ; very few men at work in the yard, but immenfe 
quantities of ftores, &c. of every kind. 

Confirmation is received from Madrid of the lofs of the fol- 
lowing thips, part of Don Solano’s {quadron, upon the coatt of 
Hifpaniola, viz. E] San Francifco de Aris, 7€g:uns; El San 
Francifeo de Pablo, 70 guns; and El San aAuguftino, 70 
guns; the Aftuta of 64 arrjved at the Havannah in a miferable 
fituation, foon after caught fire, and was deftroyed. 

The Flora frigate, that had the engagement with the Dutch 
frigate, mounts 38 guns, 12 of which are fourteen pound Car- 
ronades, on her quarter. She is a new fhip, being launched 
la't fammer at Deprford. On her firit‘cruize fhe took La 
Nymphe, a French frigate of 36 guas. 

Captain Nott, who commanded the Centaur, and unfortu-

dignity of an officer, without that auftere feverity but too much 
practifed in the navy. 

The Princefs Royal, the True Briton, the Walpole, the 
Fox, and Duke of Grafton Eaft Indiamen, failed from Bengal 
the 15th of December, and arrived at St Helena the 14th of 
March. 

A merchant in town has received a letter.from Trance, da- 
ted the rgth inft. which fays, * It is reported, that Mr Frank- 
lin, the American emiflary, has. received the difagcecable ad- 
vice, that George Wathington, Efq; had refigned his commif- 
fion, as General of the army, and Commander in Chief of all 
the American forces.” 

A letter froma a gentleman of the Swedifh ‘nation, at Paris, 
fays, * It is very generally crediteds that the Spaniards have 
raifed the fiege of Gibraltar, and that they fuffered very fevere 
loffes from the fally made by Governor Elliot ; he fays, there 
are letters in Paris from Spain which confirm the report.” 

Extra& of a letter from Copenhagen. 

“ Our Sovereign has ordered his ginifter at the Hague to 
infift upon an immediate and fatisfa€tory anfwer to his juit de- 
mands, and not to admit of any unneceflary delays. Our 
fquadron is now ready to aé& upon any fervice, is completely 
manned, and foreigners of all nations, that are maritime 
powers, allow it to be very well found and equipped in every 
re{pect.””

‘«« As our paper of to-day contains a good deal of news, I 
think it will be acceptable, and now inclofe it. We have not 
yet got the particulars of the aétion in Virginia, but expect foon 
a much better edition of it than General Steuben gives *. Not 
only their land but their fea-force has been pretty roughly 
handled lately, and the Confederacy and Protector, two of 
their fineft frigates, have been conductef in here, the firlt with 
fugar and clothing, the laft with thofe articles and a little cath. 
On them the very exiftence of their army, in a manner, de- 
pended, which renders them very capital blows. And the al- 
mott total difcredit that overtook their .paper currency in one 
day, forebodes annihilation to their army, and deftruétion to 
their caufe. Indeed, mobs and mutinies already rage, fubvert- 
ing all order and government. The Philadelphia rioters were 
carrying every thing before them, and, with the true levelling 
{pirit of their Eaftern demagogues, were trampling on power 
and authority, wherever a fhadow of it remained. Thus, the 
much wifhed for period feems faft to approach when the bafe- 
lefs fabric of Congrefs fhall be fhaken to pieces, and its di- 
{tracted ftates become ufeful colonies.”

of the emiffion aforefaid, thall he taken and received at the rate of, or 
equal in value to one gold half johannes of Poitugal, weighing nine 
penny weight, and in the like proportion for all gold or filver coin, 
any contract, agreement or bargain, between parties to the contrary, in 
any wife notwithftanding. 

And be it enaéted by the authority aforefaid, that if any perfon or 
perions, bodies politic or corporate, from and a‘ter the publication of 
this aét, thall refufe to receive any of the faid bills of credit, when 
tendered in payment of any debt, bargain, contract or demand whatfo- 
ever, provided the whole of the faid debt or demand be fo tendered, 
fuch perfon or perfons, bodies politic and corporate, fo refufing, thall 
be for ever barred fiom fuing for of recovering the fame before any 
judge, or in any court of this ftate. 4

PROTEST PRESENTED. 

BECAUSE making treafury notes a tender for debts formerly cone 
tratted, without a due allowance for depreciation, is enabling debtors 
to defraud their creditors of as much of what they fairly owe, as the 
real value of the notes at the time of tende?, between the value of the 
money tendered and that for which the contract was made. 

Becaufe firch a law is‘authorifing, end even enforcing fraud, corrup- 
ting the morals of the people, deftroying all confidence between man 
and man, and perverting the end of legiflaticn, which is, to reprefs 
wrong, and enjoin right ; and being direétly deftrudtive of juftice, fub- 
verts one of the moft facred articles of our billef rights, which declares, 
that no free government, or the bleffings of liberty, can be preferved 
toany people, but by a firm adherence to juttice. 

Becaute it is confeffed, that a law to oblige a man to take one pound 
for a juft debt of one hundred and fifty pounds, is fuch an outrage wpoa 
honefly, that it would be fcandalous for any member of the commun? 
ty to avail himfelf of it. The continuing to pafs laws for fuch a pur= 
pote, is as difgraceful to the legiflature as it is pernicious to the people, 

Becaufe, by authorizing a fraudulent payment of debts among our 
citizens, we fhall give jutt caute of complaint to the fubjes of our 
illuttrious ally the King of France, and to ll other foreigners whe 
trade among us; by which the commerce of this ftate muit be eflen- 
tially injured. 

Becaufe we cannot affent to what is afferted, that the general voice 
of the people calls for this law; a: it would be the highett refleétion 
upon thie we reprefent, to fuppofe that they defire that which is ap- 
parently unjuft ; and we are happy to find oufelves confirmed in this 
good opinion of our countrymen, by the prefent pradtice of the juries, 
who, adiwated by a fpirit differen! from that which prevails in this law, 
do make allowance for depreciation. But if the people could poflib'y 
poflefs fuch a depravity of difpofition, it would be the indifpenfible du- 
ty of the legiflature to reftrain and correét it. 

Becaute it is not enabling people to pay their debts, as is pretended, 
but evidently impowering a (hamelefs debtor to defraud his juft credi- 
tor, by not paying his debts. 

Becaule a law, evidently tending to corrupt the morals of the peo- 
ple, and expofing orphans, widows, and other helplefs perfons, who 
fubfift upon the intereft of their money, to, be reduced to abtulute beg- 
fary, fur the benefits of thofe who are poffeffled of thrir property, is a 
crying fin that may call down the vengeance of a jultly offended Deity 
upon this unhappy country. 

Becaule the ambiguity of the tender will beget an infinity of law- 
fuits, and difturb the peace of the whole community. 7 

Becaufe two amendments were offered to the bill, by which the 
Treafury notes to be admitted might have been a tender for their jutt 
and real value, or the intereft flopped on refufal ; as the former laws 
more equitably directed, which amendments were rejected, aud the 
full blown evils of the law let loofe. 

Becaufe we cannot comprehend how making this money a legal ten- 
der in difcharge of all debts, can give it any additional credit, fince it 
is confefled that, in its depreciated tate, no man can tender it without 
forfeiting all claim to nonour and honefty ; a quality which, if wied, 
would occafion a total lofs of chara¢ter, cannot be of any value.
